(Unclassified - THW) JAIAISON Jim Styles, in the office of 
Senator Robert J. Dole (R., Kan. ), called and said he was putting 
together some sort of a classification system for world events and asked 
if we could give him any help on how the world is broken down in terms 
of geography, or otherwise. I discussed with him the various ways that 
Government agencies break the world down, including by economic groupings 


and geographic groupings, as well as ethnic groupings. 
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13. (Unclassified - THW) LIAISON Bob Dockery, Senate Woreign 
Relations Commistee staff, called with reference to the release of a 
document by the White House of a sumrnary of the events supporting the 
claim that Cubans weve involved in the invasion of the Shaba Province and 
asked if we could furnish him with a copy. [told him that since the 
White IIouse had released the document we did not have copies and 
suggested that he call Jody Powell, which he said he would do. 


14. (Unclassified - DFM) ITAISON Called Audrey Natry, Clerk, 
Senate Select Committee on Intelligence staff, who gave me the Comruittee's 
schedule for next week. An open charter-related hearing is scheduled for 
Wednesday, 2] June. 


15. (Unclassified - DFM) IAAISON Called Lot Cooke, Senate Select 
CGornmittee on Intelligence staff, and reported to hirn the dates when two 
Committee staff tnertibers received compartmented security briefings. 


16. (Unclassified - DFM) LIAISON Received a call from Stan Taylor, 
Senate Select Committee on Intelligence staff, who said the Committee 25X1 
was contemplating asking for referral of S. 2236, the terrorist bill, and 
in this connection would like to know if the Agency had any problems with 
the bill. I told Taylor I would bring this to the attention of 
OLC, who is handling the bill for our office and she would contact him directly.
